to British nobility in at least one roipect.It has totally misinformed all
of os who are plebeian, and rather like
remaining so, « to the overy-day llfo ol
the IlrltUh arlatocracy.
Nobody Iotm this class. Nobody beliavealu ita hereditary rights and privileges,

sav« those clergy who hold "living*"under them and tho other lackovs
tliat lorre them. Nobody hno anymanly sympathy whatavor with 1 ts scmirogalpretentious and prerogatives.
Nobody has tho slightest conlldonco
that a centnry hence any such class will
Continue to exist In Great Britain. And
yot evory one of us, notwithstanding
our flouting* and scolflngs. hus tho
keenest interest In glimpses of its memborsdaily lires.
Your British lord really belioved In

himself. That is worth something to
character, and builds up on Midlines of
equable living and truo dignity with
anybody. Your American fordoro
knows he Is an accident, anretendor,an
irritating social misfit. The former's
real pleasures are found in relaxation
from social duties which cent-uries of
custom liavo rendered obligatory. Tho
latter's pleasures ure eololy attainable
through the arrogant and offensive insistenceof endless recognition of his
money power. Tho ono is a splendid
nation's permanent exorosence. The
other is another splendid nation's first
growth of fungus. Both are interesting
studies. But the British noble has
wifhor fhn nrlviint.firm frnm a flcnnlc
standpoint, because, spooking in uucouthsimile, he is the most ancient,
best acknowledged and most picturesque
bump on the national log.

now CONTROLLED.

Many of tho British nobility occcupy
their establishments the year round.
These would scorn to do else. Their
ethics are exclusively evolved from
their fondest dreams to which they
cling, that they are feudal lords. For
such to reside in town would bo to descendto the utter debasement of
burghers. With a great majority, tho
London "soason" largely controls tholr
residence and Its porioa at castle, scat
or hall and elsewhere. The "soason" is
controlled by Parliament, the annual
closing of which practically depends on

Sport. Tho aristocratic fashionable
world Is formed, and its movements controlledalmost exclusively by thoso connectedwith the Houses of Lords und
Commons; these comprising largely the
nobility. In other w ords, the intangibleawful formulated thing know as the
great fashionable world centering in
London, is after all, simply the country
nobility and aristocracy congregated for
a brief soason in London. London does
not make this fashionable world. Thoso
of tho country mako it in London.
Their town houses, for tho entree to
which fashionable toadies will resort to
inconceivable humiliations arc the meresttompomry lodging-houses of hated
city life. This exclusive class, not far
exceeding a thousand hoads of houses,
practically own and derive the rovonuos
irom the entire landed possessions of
Great Britain.
In tho main, the British castlo life heginswith the grouse shooting season in

August, and lasts until the following
May. With those "in tho world" the

10 ostatcs in Februaiy (or tho "first

ewim" in tho metropolis. Thoro is a
delightful though quiet social period in
London preceding Eastor. But just immediatelybefore Luster, Parliament adjourns,when back come the lords and
ladies; or a trip to the Continent is
taken. After Easter the full London
tide Beta in. The Park is thronged; RottenRow is filled with magnificent horsoiromenand gallants; luncheons, dinnersand balls are Innumerable; and the
Queen's drawing-rooms command the
nobility's presence. Then comes Whitsuntide,when Parliament again takes a
-short recess, and London is again desertedby tho aristocracy. But all the
nobility of England, Scotland and Irelandthat moke any pretensions whateverto correct form are back in London
by tho lattor part of Slay.
From this time lato dinners and later

balls follow in bewildering succession.
The stifling air of Parliament and court
is continually breathed. Fashionablo
event and aflair, originated by tho aristocracy,and to which tho aristocracy
aro truly slaves, compel the limit of
physical and financial endurance. Derbyday, for which Parliament always adjourns,Is followed by commencement at
Eaten, and these by tho great cricket

old and young. If thoy ore-along in

dash down from Eaton and Harrow:
and as simple and iollvatimoall aranuu
is had ut tnis castle Lutuc, iu may ever
bo found In the well ordered homes of
our own country.
But diiectly tills is over. Milord and

lady are slaves to a social system which
demands noarly every moment of thoir
lives. Tho remaining seven months of
home life is a ceaseless ronhd of entertainmentof titled and -other-guests.
The solection of theso guests is of course
occasionally with a view to, and in tho
anticipation of, pleasure to be obtained
from congenial society, ab a rule ic is

merely in repayment of similar ontcrtainm'entreceived in London and in all
parts of the world, from fhe Shetland
Inlands to British Intlin. Whether
guests are invited for a day, a week, or
a month, tha invitations aro for a

poriod absolutely limited in duration;
anji no eoeiul law of the British aristocracyis more inviolate than this.

AWSTOCHATIC HTIQUCTTE.
Theotiquetteofthe reception ofguests

is most simple. Indeed thore is less
formality shown in the actual relation
of host to guest in a British liohlouian'a
homo than will.lio at anytime), uoRffVUtedin tho house ota Hobokeii urower or
a Kansas City merchant in hogs. Tho
tirst coachman, with the family closed
carriage, if rainy, and with the
wagonette, if in line weather, brifigs
the titled guests from the station, traps
following after with the luggage^nd
the groom, with..pnplher varrnige, attendsto the nuouta! tmvauls. Milord's
valet and milady's uaid meet tho arrivingguests at tho castle eatranco and
conduct them at once to tliu drawingroom,whorethe host and hostess receive
and welcome th'crn: but thoy are not
delayed, in being, shown to
their apartments. Meantime the
housekeeper is attending to
the guests' servants. Every gentleman
brings his valet and every lady her
maid, mid often her own footman, unless
an express request to the.contrary lias
been uiado in the j?Jifau^vinitingvaletis .assigned it"rooin''.<ij£tho
servants' hall, and ladies' maids are providedwith separato rooms, usually ensnitowith their mistresses' apartments.
There ore few of tho British castles or
country seats that aro not able to house
from forty to ono hundred guests, ivitli
a separate apartment for each, and
equal accommodations in tlie servants'
hall for guests' servants. The son'ice
Fn all rospects iloes not materially (Hirer
from that in our best-class semi-private
hotels; save that each occupant of tho
caslio has the exclusive attention of his
or hor own servant, in addition to the
general servico of the castle, always on
call at any hour of the day or night.
Whatever number/>f gucits may be

found at any ono time at these great esr
tablishments.and except 011 special
occasions they will not exceed a dozen
or twenty.in provision for tho cuisine,
in complete stairs of servants, and in
the number of servants employed, they
are at all timos, during the occupancy
of milord and milady, or either, as well
prepared for entertainment of the
highest as tho least number. That is
one of the penalties of being a nobleman.Hut to Illustrate details of the
ordinary regimo, wo win suppose mat a

dozen or a score of guests arc alrpiijly nt
the castlo and the mvitationa read' for
"u week."'
Tlie usual hours for mealsnre: breakfastat 9 to 10; lunchoon at2: tea nt 5;

dinner nt 8; and supper at from 11
o'cloek until midnight. Whetherguests
have arrived before luncheon or before
dinner, otinuctto requires that all shall
(rather in tlio drawing-room lor introductions.This is absolutely the first
and last of formality among these titled
people during their'sojoarn. Whatever
the difference in ranks, none whatever
is thereilfter recognized. The storybooksdo not put it this way, but tlie
fnct remains. It is the unwritten and
inviolablo law of such occasions that,
while more distinction in rank, in form
of address, is adhered to, for the time
being the offensive distinction of precedenceis wholly abolilhed. Socially
and ethicaljy while you aro bis lord-
ship's guest yon are neither hia superior
nor inferior. Otliewiso you would not
bo there. Not only is'thld true, but
thero eau bo only two possible occasions
for extreme dressing. Those nro at dinnerwhere of Into years everything snvoringoffulldrosfl lias neontabooed,andin
tho cvont of a ball being given to which
neighboring nobility are invited.
Tliere is probably no other place in

the world wlicre (igqe9tJpi itwopkiseo
much the maslefaf 3ii« ;otI Ifcr own inclinations.Etiquette imd form mako
no demands whatever upon you. You
nro as free to follow your own whims,
either for rest or activity, as though
quartered in a glen-sido cabin. Hemam
up ail night; sleep oil day; never appearat a meals savo the first luncheon
or dinner; and thorp is nono to questionor criticise. The entire mo/if' ot tho
hospitality of tho British nobility is,
in short, the dignified but complete indulgenceof-th^ guest In rational Activities,siuiplo pleasures, br,_ comploto rest.

SOITItCBl op AMUSEMENT.

Thero are many sources of amusement.
There Is certain to beono or more grand
"meets," where tho ladies join in the
oxclting hunt across country to tho
music of tlio yelping hounds. Often
tho occupants of near castles join in
these. Then thero will bo return sport
ot liko uutnro, and delicious "hunt
breakfasts" are given. For {ho gentlemenexclusively, there will perhaps bo
a "pheasant shoot" on tho grounds, or
tho more sportsmnnliko pleasure of
prouse-shooting on tho moors. Tho
ladies often join in tlshing parties to
some distant strewn, wuuii luncn is

served in the open wood beside some
spring. Even when tliaro is no riding
alter the hounds, the pleasant roads
and lanes swarm with merry cavalcadosof horsewomen una men,
distant bits of scenery, castle ruins or
historic abbeys being thus visited. The
drives are the finest in the world, and
most brilliant intercourse is had betweencastlo and ciiatlo. Within and
without tho gront-:«stobl!*hinent itaelf
there is always provision for almost
evorv imaginable sport. Billiards and
tou-pius are as great favorites with ladiesas with gentlemen. There is alwaysa superb cricket fiald. Frequently
football matches are gotten np between
the lordly old boys. The tonnis-conrts
are nowliero excciiea. JNoariy evory
castle demesne h:is its well stocked
streams of trout and Its reaches o( naturalor artiOcial lakes for sailing ami
rowing. But in every feature ot all this
high-class life at the British nobleman's
home, there ir an, titter absenco of
theatric show, so itisuflbrebM in the
American lordero's horned As beforestate^, save at dinner
and at balls, yon wjll find lordlv frames
almost exclusively hung with old
clothes. Whatever is comfortable is in
form. The baggy pajaina for roomlounging;the undent slipper, cap and

jacket for the lawn, the lako and the
teonii court; the loosest unci moat facientof toggory for the breakfaat-table,
and, amontr real noblemen, the most
faded, spotted and ragged old pink
jackets, for the "meet;'r ar» tho rulo
rather than the exception, despite those
whoso pens cannot but run riot in portrayalof British high life. The truth
is that, despite tbo immense establishments,tho great retinues, and the
enormous general outlay as penance
to rank and station, the real home-life
of the British nobility ia an occuaatire
contrast, in ail assentlals to comfort and
sterling entertainment, to the hothouseLome life and grotesque social
writhinge of many of our own peoplo
of equal wealth.
